BA w Mae ours, on Account of the Violence 
he Cn ED <I that was faid to have been offered to 
GEE WEE our Refident there, by certain Swedifh 
Officers befetting his Houfe; or, as 
others fay, obtruding themfelves into it, and feizing on the 
Perfon of an unhappy Delinquent, who had broke Prifon, 
and taken Shelter under the Wings of the Briti/ Minifter. 
The Identity of his Crime is not material for our Purpofe ; 
but I think in general it was practifing againft the State 
of Saveden, whereof he was a Subjeét, and found guilty 
according to the Laws of his Country. I can’t fay, that 
it appeared in the Courfe of the Profecution which was car- 
ried on againft him, that he had been retained againft his 
Country by the Emiffaries of any foreign Court; but fome 
fufpicious Circumitances having been difcovered, they 
amounted, in the Opinion of the Swedes, to a Demoniftra- 
tion. How this deluded Criminal came to prefer the Houfe 
of the Brite Refident for his Afylum, to the Houfe of any 
other Minifter, can’t be very readily accounted for ; unlefs 
probable Conje€tures be taken for Evidence. 






However, our Court confidered the Tranfaétion as a 
very great Indignity and an Infult againft the Laws of Na- 
tions. Our Minifters were not only loud in their Excla- 
mations in every Court thro’ Europe, but pofitive and pe- 
remptory in repeated Demands of Satisfaction at the Court 
of Seveden ; which, on. the other Side, perfifted in what 
was done and juftify’d it to the laft, maugre all the Infinua- 
tions of a Britifh Fleet to be feen foon in the Baltic, after 
the Retreat of the affronted Minifter, who was recalled and 
ordered to depart abruptly from his Refidence. This the 
Swedes faw without Emotion, while the Briti Minitters 
foamed with Refentment. 


If, as I apprehend, the Refdent held no previous Cor- 
refpondence with the Criminal, I think nothing amifs can 
be well imputed to him, for giving Sanéluary to a poor 
Wretch, who had thrown himfelf at his Feet; at leatt, 
till he had apprized his Court, and received Orders for 
regulating his Condué upon it: Yet, I can find nothing 
‘in Grotius, or in any other learned Author, upon the Laws 
of Nations that can impeach the Court of Sweden for pur- 
fuing a flying Criminal, who itocd convicted by Law, and 
demanding him up to Jufticc. Nay, if they had feized 
upon him even in the Arms of a foreign Miniter (which 
is putting the Cafe much ftronger than coming before his 
Houfe, and reclaiming the Refugee) it would have been 
but avery juitifiable A€tion. What State or Nation would 
be fafe, if a Doétrine fhould prevail among Princes for the 
Prote€tion of Traitors againit their Sovereign in their own 
Country ? Plots and Confpiracies muft, in fuch a State of 
Impunity, multiply of Courfe uponus ; and a Nation muft 
ftand upon a precarious Footing, when Traitors find an 
Afylum fo near at Hand. Hittory furnifhes us with nume- 
tous Examples, how Men in defperate Circumftances will 
attempt defperate Things : 
pected from People in fuch a Situation, when fo fair a 





Scheme of efcaping public Punifhment occurs to their Ob- 
fervation, and lures them into mifchievous Enterprizes. 


As the Affairs of others make but very little Impreflion 
upon our Minds in Comparifon with our own, let us bring 
home the Cafe, and try it by the Touchilone of Self-lnt 
reft. Let us imagine fome notorious State-Criminal, who, 
like the late Lord Lovat in the laft Rebellion. had plotted 
and jracticed againft the Proteftant Suce flion, in 1 0 
of the Houfe and Family he had voluntary, public: 
and deliberately abjur’d:—— I fay, let us imagine, that 
this Lord had, after Conviction, efcaped from the Tower, 





and taken Refuge in the Houfe of a foreign Minifler, | 


fuipected, or even not fufpeéted, of countenancing his Ma- 
chinations againft his Country, and thither purfued and 
demanded in the Name of his injured Sovereigs to be ce- 
livered up to the Laws he violated. » Man auda 

cious enough to maintain that this Traniaction is an In- 
fringement of the Laws of Naticw? I coubt, in fuch a 
Cafe, the Engl Mob would not have deliberated fo long 
upon a Refufal, as that of Sweden did in the Cafe of 
Springet ; but would have fallen immediately to work upon 
the Minifter’s Houfe, and razed it to the very Ground to 
to come at the Criminal. The laudable Refentment the 
whole Nation fhew'’d againft the unhappy Rebels that fell 
into the Hands of Juftice is recent in our Memories, and 
was accounted asa general Virtue in the People: And hall 
we not admit of the like Virtue in other Nations? Are the 
Swedes \efs capable of Impreffions from public Affairs than 
the Englifs are? Shall we prefumptuoufly engrofs every 
Virtue within our own narrow Circle, as the ancient Fews 
did by the awful Maker of Heaven and Earth? No! let us 
a&t upon the Square ; and if we take, let us give, Allow- 
ances. ‘The Love of one’s Country is a general Virtue, 
and common to every Nation and People; and every Indi- 
vidual thro’ the World interefts himfelf in the Safety and 
Honour of his Country.

But we have an Example or two recent among ourfelves, 
that even the Perfons of Minifters from foreign Courts, 
much lefs their Habitations, have not been confidered by 
us as fo very facred ; but that they have been feized upon, 
and detained on a violent Sufpicion of countenancing Prac- 
tices againft the State where they refide. This is evident 
in the Cafe of Count Gy//emburgh, mentioned in my laft 
Paper, who was taken into Cuftody and imprifoned, not- 
withftanding his public Chara€ter, on Account of the 
Meafures he was embarked in againft the Court of Great 
Britain. Whether the Savedes might have been juttify’d in 
recriminating upon us in the Perfon of our Minifter on the 
late Occafion, I muft leave to the Obfervation and Judg- 
ment of others. We may rémember likewife, that Count 


| Palms, the late Emperor’s Minifter, was, for the like Con-

But Peace and Quietnefs is with fome People preferable 
to a State of War and Difcord. ‘Thus a certain powerful 
Nation, refolved, in the Wifdom of her M***y, to pur- 
chafe Tranquility around at all Events, fends Prefents to a 
little pyratical $ ate, where it formerly fent Fire and Balls 
on lefs provoking Occafions ; where we have formerly feen 
their Merchants not only redrefled but avenged by the Arm 
of public Power. We may now (alas! how changed !) 
behold a direét Infult upon the Government itfelf, in the 
Caption of a public Ship, his M***y’s own Packet! pru- 
dently overlooked, and a public Lofs of near 100000 /. con- 
nived at; nay, as it were, rewarded by deprecating Pre- 
fents. This is the prefent State of a mighty Nation in the 
Atalantic Ocean. 1 think they call it the Land of Gor'am, 
from the Wifdom of it’s great Officers of State. 


But as to ourfelves, I think we are very happy in the 
Choice that is faid to be made of an Extraordinary Ambaf- 
Jador for the North; who, being upon a Par with his 
Northern Majelty in Age, mutt give him very great Satis- 
faction, in an Opportunity of conferring about old Things. 
There the long-concealed Abilities of our new Minifter will 
fhine forth in making our own particular Apology, and in

Whereupon a Motion was made, That the faid Bonds be 
paid to the Obligers, upon their figning fuch an Inftrament 
as fhould be advifed by Counfel, purporting, that fuch 
Payment fhould not be underftood to defeat the Company 
of any Remedy or Relief they may be intitled to in cafe of 
Fraud, either againft the Holder of the Bonds, or the Go- 
vernor and Council of Madrafs. 

But, after long Debates, the previous Queftion was put, 
Whsther the faid Queftion fhould be then put? It pafled 
in the Negative ; fo sat the faid Affair was pat off fixe 
Die. 

The chief Reafon for putting off the faid Refolution 
was, becaufe, as the Company expects ina few Months 
to have an Account of the Reftoration of Fort St. George
